A snow plow about 3 meters wide and towed by a truck was also 
used there. The taxiways were not cleared® Aircraft were towed to the take- 
off point. After the landing , they taxied along th e snow-covered taxiway to 
the hangars. On 22 December, | 240 men of the snow 

clearing detail marched in three groups of 80 men toward the Panzer 
Kaserne. The soldiers wore red-bordered black epaulets and tank insignia.

another man seriously,. The engine fell on top of a house and set the 
roof on fire , Eye yitt nesses were strictly forbidden to speak about 
the accident.
